Na Fault of Recoil 


Th* old alibi that muzzle recoil 
messes up one’s shooting accuracy 
has been scrapped for all time by 
recent demonstrations at the re- 
,search laboratories of the Western 
cartridge company division of Olin 
industries at East Alton, 111. 
There science answered two ques­ 
tions asked by shooters since on* 
first experienced the “kick” of a 
rifle. 
Questions 
answered 
were:;! 
Does the visible recoil of a gun 
occur before the bullet leaves th* 
muzzle and destroy aim, or does 
the gun “kick” after the bullet 1*< 
safely on its aimed way. 
The answer was that visible re­ 
coil does not occur until after th* 
bullet is some 30 feet away from 
the muzzle, which shows apparently 
indisputably that recoil, or ‘ kick” 
has nothing to do with a shooter’s 
aim.
